EVICTED TENANTS' BILL. 

Joseph Chimilierliiin Denies the NeccBslty for 
HpeclHl LeijlBliUion— lie WaiitB the Meiis- 
ure >YUbdrawii and Land Act of lll'.U 
Substituted. 

London, July 23. — In tho House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. Chamberlain resumed the 
debate on the evicted tenants' bill. He 
denied that there was any necessity for ex- 
ceptional logislation. There waa no diatrict 
in Great Britain in which tho annual num- 
ber of evicted tenants did not exceed in 
proportion the eviotiona which the House is 
called upon to deal with in Ireland. The 
bill originated in the Irish olamor and was 
forced from the government, not by social 
but by political and parliamentary exigen- 
cies (cheers). It might re-establish a small 
minority of tenants, while it woald induce 
the rest to demand further legislation. He 
anggested that the measure be withdrawn 
and that the tenants in Ireland be relieved 
tbrongh the re-enaotment and extension of 
the 13th clause of the land aot of 1891. 



NEMESIS OF THE STRIKE. 

Ki'palrs Have to He .N'i';;leot<'d nnd illlice 
KorecB Cut Down, 

Seattle, July 2;! — While the great rail- 
road strike is now at an end, so far as tho 
Northern Pacific system is concerned, the 
business of the roud will take some 
time to recover from tlie derange- 
ment caused by it and tho Uood in 
such close succcs.iion. Usually at this time 
of tho year a railroad cainpany puts ita 
maximum force of men to work repairing its 
trestles, bridges, etc., for winter, but this 
season it will probably require [somo weeks 
yet to get matters running smoothly again. 
By the time the new crop of wheat on both 
tho eastern and western ends of the trans- 
continental lines will be In sight, and as 
that tra£So must first be taken oare of the 
cry of the shingle shipper for oars may be 
lost. 

The effect of the strike is already being 
seen in the reduction of the force in the 
railroad ollijcs. In Tacoma a lorgo number 
of clerks have been let out, and in somo 
cases where a department formerly cm- 
ployed four or live men only the chief clerk 
remains. On all of tlio roads wliich liavo 
been troubled by tho alriko the entire force 
ia l)eing out to the loweat posaible limit. 

The Northern Pacific road now haa or- 
liera for 401) cars to move j)art of last year's 
wheat crop from Kastern Washington, but 
it ia doubtful whether they can be furnish- 
ed unloaa more come through Iroiu tho ]''.aal.

Formal prorofration By HIb Excel- 
ieucy tUe Governor- 
Creberal. 



Speech Fi'om the Throne-C. P. R. 
Frelgfbt Cbai^eB Before the 
Privy Council. 

(From our own Corrosrondenc.) 

Ottawa, July 23 — The Senate having 
finialied up all ila busincBa on Saturday 
nit;ht, the houses wore called to meet at 11 
o'clock this morning, bub there beiug no 
quorum an adjoarOQeot waa bad nntii 3 
o'clock this afternoon, when the fourth ses- 
sion of the seventh parliament of tho Do- 
minion waa formally prorogued by His Ei- 
oollency the Goyernor-General. The usual 
formal and impoaing ceremonies took place. 
Lord Aberdeen delivering the following 
Speech from the Throne : 
Iloiwralile Oeiitlt inen oj tlie Senate : 

Uentkmen of the Houte of ComnMm : 

In bringing to conclusion this laborious 
session of parliament, I hove to thank you 
for tho aasiduiiy and zeal with which you 
have attended to Various matters which 
havB been brought before you. I congratu- 
late you upon tho notable fact that the iu- 
viiation which niy government extended to 
the governnients of other colonies to send 
representatives to Canudu to conter on mat- 
ters uCTocting their mutual inlereat, was eo 
promptly accepted, ntid that Her lili>jeaty's 
government also enhuucod tho dignity and 
usefulness of the conference by sending a 
reprcBontativo to usaiat at ita deliberations. 
It ia confidently hoped that tho result of tho 
conference will bo found beneficial to tha 
oloriies and to tho eiupire generally. The 
ratilio:il,ion of tlio treaty ol commerce with 
Franco will, I hope, to u large extent, 
increase our exports and an ei'.ension 
of friendly relations with that coun- 
try, I trust that tho arduous work 
which has eng^KO'l V'-'U in readjusting the 
duties of customs will uccompliah the desired 
result in adupting tho tariff to the present 
conditions of the various chiaees of our peo- 
ple. The statutes of the session will show 
that the laws affecting many public interests 
have been used and greatly improved by 
your efforts, and I observe that you have 
likewise made goneroug provision for public 
improvements which are designed to in- 
crease the facilities for travel and transport- 
ation throughout the country, 
Oentlimeii of the IIov.sc of Oo7nmon.* :

Kettle river is falling gradually and will 

be fordable in a few days. 

Mr. L/oais Brent haa taken up Mr, G. 
Rich's well known claim, sixteen milua up 
Mission croek. Mr. Vernon Staple has 
taken up another pre-emption adjoining, 
also on the south side of tho stream. 

Mr. D. McCurdy returned from Coc- 
onuUy on Saturday and reports that town 
to bo in a rutliur dilapidated condition, but 
not an b,ul as at first reported. Many aro 
on tho look out to joid Coxey's army when 
the time coiiiea. 

A pni.itinii having ueen presented to Mr. 
Vernon by tho settlera of Kettle river, pray- 
ing that tlic building of the road over tlie 
Boundnry Mountain bo not let by contract, 
it has been decided to have tho same done 
by day work. This is as it should be, If 
lot by contract some one might step in Irom 
tho other aide and secure tho tender, em- 
ploying outhide labor, thus excluding tho 
settlers from tho henclit derived from the 
aotual cnnalruction of tho road. 

The MoDougall party started last week to 
out a trail through from the Mission to tho 
Kettle river bunting grounds. It is expect- 
ed the proposed '< right of way " will shorten 
the ronte by at least 30 miles to that para- 
dise for hunters, Cariboo, bear, eta., are 
known to abound in that region. Partiou- 
lars of the route are promiaed on the return 
of the party, abouc two weeks hence. The 
intention is to start from tho head of Miasion 
creiik. 

Tho water in the lake is lowering and tho 
main street of Kelowna will soon know high 
water mark no more, for this aoaaon at least. 
Not much damage has boon done, but con- 
siderublo inconvenience caused. 

Haying has fairly commencod in the 
Okanagan country, and the crop is an extra 
good one. Some of tho grain fields look 
light, but tho extra acreage put in this 
spring will ensure fully as large a yield aa 
last full.

Tho hydraulic company on Mission creek 
aro still busy sinking for bedrock ; their 
shaft is now about CO feet down and they 
expect to "bottom " at any moment. Sev- 
eral Chinamen and a few white miners who 
have placer mines on this orook are reported 
to be making fair wages. 

A gang of about sixteen men are engaged 
at the Dee Creek road which will be com- 
pleted early thia fall. 

A. B. Knox's experiment with tobacco 
culture at Kelowna ia likely to prove a sue- 



cesa. Tho planta are flourishing and promise 
a big crop, and a market iu assured from the 
oigar munufacturors on tho coast. 

Somo of tho best grain crops iu the dis- 
trict aro to bo seen on the newly-broken 
pre-emptions on tho Commonage. 

Tho Fairviow Placer Mining Co., Mr. 
MoDougall president, aro getting things in- 
to shape to commence activo operations on 
Rook oreek Thoy have a number of good 
hard working men whose labor deaorvea a 
rich reward, and as the ground selected ia 
believed to lje good, no doubt they will not 
bo disappointed. 

Tho Columbia Flouring Mill, of Endorby, 
B. (/., after having been shut down for re- 
P'iira throe months, has resumed operations. 
No pains or e.icponBohavo beouapared tomake 
this mill ono of tho best equipped on tho 
American continent. The flour now turned 
out, after repeated tosts, is found to bo sec- 
ond to none on tho market. 

Tho auction sale of hop and fruit land in 
the Mission valley, which wan postponed on 
account of tho block on the railroad, has now 
been fixed for tho Sth of August. 



SATISFAOTOllY DECISION. 



Tlie Nauaimo Coal Miuors Conclude 
to Coutiiiuo at tUo Pre- 
sent Scale- 



Superluteudeut Robins Hopes for Bet 
ter Times by the £nd of 
the Year. 



Nanaimo, July 23. — (Special)— At a 
mass meeting of the micara and Mioo labor- 
ers of the New Vancouver colliery hold to- 
day to conaldor the action to bo taken with 
regard to the demand made last month tor a 
return to tho old district rate of wages, it 
was decided by a big majority to oontiuao 
work again at tho present Boale until the 
end of tho year. 

A long communication was rend from 
Superintendent Robina in which be pointed 
out that owing to the continued depression 
in the coal trade it was utterly impossible 
to grant any ooncesaloDs at present, and to 
do 80 would ba a suicidal act and mean the 
ruin of the company. He requested the 
men to continue working under existing 
conditions until the end ox the year when 
he hoped to be able to report some improve- 
n;ont in the coal industry. 

Tho disouBsion which ensued lasted sev- 
eral hours, but it was quite evident from 
the tone of several spnakora that tho men 
fully realized tho fairccisof the stand taken 
by the superintendent. This was plainly 
evidenced, when a secret ballot waa taken, 
by a vote of lL'8 against to .115 in favor of 
granting Mr. Robins' reciueat. 

Considering tho present condition of tho 
San Francisco coal market, tho course taken 
by the minora ia the only ono at all reason- 
able. There had been aomo uneasiness on 
the part of business men hero as to what ac- 
tion tho men would take. In view of the 
prevalence of strikes on the part of organ- 
ized labor all over the United States, tho 
close down would have meant ruin to a 
great majority of tho buaincas houeee in this 
city. That the men should have quietly ac- 
ceed to the request of tho superintendent 
waa but in accordance with tho intelligent 
view of ifthe. situation expeci-ed from the 
great majority of the employes of the com- 
pany.

Relations of tbe Two Coantrles With 
Korea— A Mayal Conflict 
if Any. 

SuANQBAi, July 23. — The report that 
China baa duoluroJ war on the JupaneBe ia 
premature, but hpstililiea uro inovituljlo. 
Twelve thoueund troopa were sont iron) Tu- 
ku on Friday, with a fleet of guDboats, It 
ii auppoBod their deatination ia Seoul, with 
ordora to fight the Jap jinoao if the latter op- 
poao Cliineae oocup;iiioi! iit nny pointa in 
Corea. If war ia decluieil China will make 
11 levy of twenty thouaand men from every 
province and send a il e'l to attack Japaneau 
ports. China has notltied foreign consula 
that she it preparing to blookade Wooaung 
bar. 

London, July 23 —A dispatch received 
here atatea thit Japaaeae gunboata are 
bombarding Corean porta. 

WASiiihOTON City, July 23. — Mr. Tata- 
no, the JapanoBO miniator, aaya that he do^s 
not credit tbe Shanghai report of a declaru- 
tiqn gf ^(ir between China and Japiin Noiio 
of bis BdviotsV.aB indicated the probability 
of a conflict, und the latest cablegrikina ro- 
coivod from hia govornnient date bick a 
week, Had the report of a declaraiiou of 
War erounated from Yokch^ma or Pukin, at 
or near the Boat of the roapeotivo govurn- 
nioQte, it might have aomo foundation, but; 
the faot that the report cornea froiii Shftughla, 
a long d'atanco from elthiir of tho uDovo 
II \med places, and where there are many 
tureignera and speoulatora, be said, was al- 
moat oonvinciDg to him that tbe rumor was 
inoorreot). 

The war rumor found no cllioial con- 
firmation at the State Department, which 
naturally would be quickly advised of an 
event of tbia importance by Mr. Dunn, at 
Tokyo. Still, the belief ia general in gov- 
ernment circles that the situation ia very 
critical, and it would not aurpriao them if 
it appeared that the report ia only prenm- 
tore. Cooaequontly there ia already aotuo 
speculation as to tbe outcome of a conflict 
between these two populoue nations. 

Probably the war woui i begin at sea, 
and it ia thonght in naval cirolea that at 
the start tbe Japanese would have the ad- 
vantage ; ia fact, their voaaela are in con- 
dition for immediate service. Bat it see ma 
the two nations are nearly even in their 
naval strength. The Chineao niivy con- 
sists of thirty vesaele, but nuMiy of tlicbo 
ere old and obsolete in type. There are 
five efficient armored shipa, built within tho 
last twelve yearn, four being battleahipa — 
the Chen- Yuen, King Yuen, Lki-Yuen and 
Tong Yuen — auJ one, the Ping ?uen, a 
coaaD defence ahip. There ia also aa armed 
wooden gunboat, tho Tien Sing. Theao 
veaaola are armed with Krupp guna,iho Chen- 
Vuc-D, of 7,-i:iO tona, carrying twelve-inch 
riflea. There are nineteen cruisora carrying 
Armatroug and Krupp guna, two torpedo 
cruisora and several amall guuobips. The 
Japanoae navy conaiata of thirty-two veaaela 
of all kinds, including five armored ahips, 
the Fu Soo, Hi Yee, Kon Go, Rio Jo and 
Tschi Yoda. These range from 1,500 
to .'i.TOO tons, and are armed with 
Krupp guns, which are lighter than 
tho Chineau battleahipa carry. There 
lire fourteen cruiaera of good aizo and well 
armed with Krupp and Canoc Buna, seven 
gun veasols of small tonnage, three coaat do- 
fence ships with l'2 inch French rill a, half 
a dozen corvettes and a few training shipa. 
But this balance of resources does not ex- 
tend to the army, in which China hsa an 
enormous advantage in numbers. In time 
of peace China's army numbers ;!00,000, to 
Japan's 73,000, but on a war footing the 
Chinese airength is 1,000,000 men, while the 
Japanese forces under like conditions are 
700,000, with 20,000 police. In view of 
those figures military experts here believe 
that while Japan might ob ain a temporary 
advantage in the early stages of a war with 
China, she would be very likely to be ulti- 
mately overwhelmed by such force of num- 
bers. 

The announcement that Korea had con- 
sented to the reforms proposed Japan 
caused ofSoials of the Japanese legation here 
to expresB the hope that this would end the 
strained relationa between Japan and China. 
This dfpeada, however, it was said on 
whether Chini. navo her consent In the mat- 
ter and allowed the propoaed roforma to bo 
instituted. Ciina, it ia aaid at the J<ipaue6e 
legation, has three times refused hor assent 
to co operation with Japin in the institu- 
tion of the reforms desired in Korci.. fsow 
that Ivfirea has agreed to the reforinn, it ia 
HUgguBted that Japin, aoiiated by K:)re.'., 
uMi go ahead and remedy the oxialin;; con- 
(iiliuu of iiifiiird. No apecitic atatena-Dt of 
the reforms deairt d liaa tieen rci;uivfcd yet at 
the J,)[>>n<'sn legatiim hero, but tho general 
tenor i- (• ■ o » o. 'ind they include changra in 
s'. - i"r i.f I -x.ition and tho removal ol 
restri>;LionH that now exist in trade. At 
this ;time, it is himI at tho legation, tlie 
agricultural and mechanical iutercata of 
Korea are aVisohittly aubioct to tho whim of 
tiio local otiiciala, u lio have it in their power 
to make arbitrary regulaliona that cauae 
trouble, and, frequently, popular upriaings. 
The fiscal methoda of the country are said 
to be radical reforma. Japan does the 
banking buaincbs of tho country, and the 
government ia frequently called upon to press 
the KoreaoB for money duo tho Japanese, 
and which it ia asserted should bo easily 
collected by the courts. Japan also wants 
the Korean judiciary system reformed, as 
under that now in vogue cruel and unusual 
punishment is inflicted and imiaisitorial 
methoda prevail to tbe injury of Japanoso 
basinets man. The Japanese furthermoro 
want aisuranoea of greater liberty and 
safer travel throughout Korea. Japanese 
newapapers received at the [legation here 
recently show that with fow cxcuptiona 
tbe consensus of editorial opinion i« favor- 
able to tho attitude aasumcd by the govern 
ment in tho ponding oontroveray. At the 
Korean logatiou tho minister was shown a 
copy of tho dispatches. Tho minister does 
not spiiak ICngliab, but through his aecrotary 
he aaid that ho did not bolievc Korea bad 
done aa waa atated. Japan had not tho right 
to interfere with the internal all'.iiiH of 
Ivorea. No rccnnt telegraphic inforniaiion 
ii^ia been received at the legation from 
ICorca. 

A diplomat who waa familiar with tho 
troul)'(.ii oxiating between Japan and China 
to-day called attention to the fact that in 
the note which the latter country sent tn 
Japan, notifyini' her that aho (China) had 
K'.;nt troopa to Korea, China eaid, in elffct, 
that it had " Hiinl aaeistaiic'j to their tribu 
tary atite." This, tho iliplomat referred to 
said, was contrary to the declaration inadi 
by China and Japan in Iho Tien-Tain con 
vention of 188.'), when btith countries do- 
cUred it to ba thuir mutual deairo to protect 
and maintain tho auto:iomy of Korea. 

Yokohama, June 30 —(Per steamer City 
of Rio Janeiro to San Franoiaoo). On Jane 
23 the Korean minister to Japan called on 
tho Japanese minister of foreign nfFiiira sod 



HDUouDced that he was about to take his 
leave to repors tn his govornmout the feeling 
and nnl!:;y uf tho Japaneso toward Korea. 
At obnuD 1 h-) samo time, as a result of a cib- 
ifiet council attended by tho Emperor of 
Japan, the Japancao government dispatched 
Kato Ma<ao, chief councillor of the foreign 
otiioe, to Korea as special merseoger of tho 
government. He oarried full iostruoiiana 
to the Japanese minister to Korea. 

Xlie native press reports that tbe attempt 
to indooe Otori, Japanese miniater at Korea, 
to withdraw the Japanese troopa, having 
been unsuoooBsfuI, Viceroy Li telegraphed 
directly to Count Ito, asking iiim to witti* 
draw the troopa, and that it waa this extra- 
ordinary request that caused the meetings 
of the Japanese opnnoil,in the presence of 
tho emperor on June 22 and 23. It ia olalm. 
ed tbe Japancao government decided to 
positively refuse tiie request. 

The native papers also annonnoe tliat tbe 
Russian minister wrote to the Korean min- 
iator of foreign affiirs on June 5, declaring 
that tho Korean rebellion Is not at all i^o bo 
feared ; that tho rebels are simply ignorant 
Koreans, and that if they should enter Seoul 
and threaten tho destruccion of the state the 
friendly powers would not look on with fold- 
ed anna. This letter gives riao again to ro- 
ports that Russia and Franco aro ready to 
interfere in tho event of more sorious 
trouble. 

Kato, chief councillor of tho Japan 
foreign office, who wua sent to Korea with 
important inatructiona to the Japanese 
minister, waa duo to arrive at Seoul tho 
day foUowicg tho departure of tho steamer 
City of Rio from Yokohama. 1 1 was be- 
lieved that hia negotiations would termin- 
ate tho dispute, cither in poaco or actual 
hostilities. Tho conditions laid down by 
tho Japancao governmout are said to bo to 
tho following effect; Thut it is out of tho 
question that Japan and China ahould co- 
operate, either with regard to the snpprus- 
eion of the rebellion or reform of political 
affairs, railway management, etc , so aa to 
make Korea a purely independent country, 
which is necessary for maintaining the 
balance of power in the Orient; conse- 
quently, if China would not agree to the 
plans now In course of negotiation, Japan 
would have to carry out these things her- 
self. These negotiations are said to have 
been first made with the Korean govern- 
ment and later with the Chinese miniater. 
It is announced that the Japanese govern- 
ment has deinaiuled of the Korean govern- 
ment that both the home adminiatralion 
and diplomatic affairs should bo extonaivoly 
reformed ; that communication and trana- 
portation bo promoted and facilitated ; 
that, as the protection of Japanese reaidenta 
ia moat neceaaary in carrying out theao ra- 
forme, Japanoso troopa woulcl not bo readily 
withdrawn. Yet, if the Korean govern- 
ment: wlahca tho Japancao troopa to be with- 
Irawn and tha same time aa the reforms are 
coiiiiiiencod, China should (irat bo rei|ueated 
to withdraw her troopa. 

STKIKE STILL ON. 



Grand Master Sovereiffn Declares 
to Be the Battle of Organ- 
ized Labor. 



Every Man Wbo Patronizes a Pnll- 
man Car to Bo Boy- 
cotted. 



MiLWACKKB, July 23.— Grand Master 
Sovereign, of the Knights of Labor, on 
Saturday night spoke before 2,000 members 
of the American Railway Union at Leidor- 
kranz hall, and declared that the strike is 
still on and that it would bo until labor had 
won its battle, which is not alone a battle 
against Mr. Pttllman, bnt is the battle of 
organized labor against organized corpora- 
tions. He compared tho present times with 
those of tho French revolution and derided 
the injunctions. He advised every man to 
boycott not only Pullman, but every man 
who patronicea the Pullman car. Resolu- 
tions were passed denouncing President 
Cleveland and Attorney General OIney for 
their trampling on the constitutional rights 
of the people, commending tbe American 
Railway Union for tbe gallant fight it has 
made for labor, and deoTaring that the St. 
Paul shopmen of this city would not return 
to work on Monday. Frank C. Shultz, 
president of American Railway Union 29, 
who called the meeting, had Judge Seaman's 
injunction and order served on him on 
that account.

Mr. Forater di>j not offer hiniaeU for ro- 
eloollon. Tho oleotors of the oity had tried 
Mr. Koith and had found bim wantlni;, and it 
was soon aeon that MoKenzlo had not the 
ahadow of a ohanoe for ra-eleotiim. He was 
not, in faot, as much as mentioned as a can- 
didate by his former supportors, Tho Is- 
land of Vancouver gave its entire support 
to tho Governmont beoauaa tho Oppoaition, 
on account of tho courao ib had pursued, 
had become disoroditod in all its oonstitu- 
enoies and not beoanse there was any design 
on the parb of the supporters of the Govern- 
menl this year any more than there was in 
1800 to pit tho Island against the Mainland. 

Vancouver polled a large vote against the 
Goveruinont bou^iuac a iniijorily of tho elect- 
ora had been led to boliovo that it 
is everything that is bad. Bat the 
feeling against tho Government was nothing 
lilce so strong in tho other parts of the 
Lower Mainland. Id Wostminator olty and 
in ChilliwacU tho ohnngo of a very few 
votes wuuld liuvu given a result favor- 
able to tho Governmont. The Hon, 
Col. Baker was returned by a large 
majority and so was Mr. Kellie 
Tho contests were very olose in some of tho 
inlcrlor coustituenoioa, and in others wo aro 
told tho elections wore run on peraonal 
rallior than on political grounds. This was 
tho caao, if wo are rightly informed, in I'^aat 
LiUooot and the South Riding of West 
Kootenay. These resulta ahow that seotional 
fooling was almost if not altogether absent 
in the eleotiua contests on tho Mainland. 
We aro very glad indeed to bo able to arrive 
at Ibis conclusion, for it would be mosl; un- 
ploasant and greatly detrimental to tho in- 
toresta of the Province to find 
its inhabitants divided into two 
camps on sectional grounds, each jealous 
of the other and each doing its beat to in- 
jure the other. If liritiah Columbia is to 
prosper its inhabitants must bo united. 
They must all work togsther for the common 
good, and the men who on any pretence 
whatever seek to divide them are tho very 
worst enemiea that the Province can have. 

Those who distrust the Governmont will 
find in time that there aro no grounds what- 
ever for thoir suspiciona. Thoy will aeo that 
tho present administration hag uo other de- 
sire than to treat every part of the Province 
fairly, altogether regardless of its situation. 
The Government will, we boliovo, be strong- 
er than moat people now imagine, and we 
trnat and believe that its administration of 
the affairs of tho Province will bo such aa 
to cauae it to grow acronger as time ad- 
vances. 



THU KLEOTIOS CAMPAIOX. 

The election campaign may now bo eaid to 
be ended. It has bad its nps and downs, 
its suoceBaes and its defeats, its 
gains and its losses. The Opposition entered 
the contest boastfully. They declared them ■ 
solves confident of carrying all before them. 
The moat that they conceded to tho Govern- 
ment was an insigDificaDt minority. A few 
amall oonstitnenoies were to remain truo to 
them. The rest were to be triumphantly 
cirritd by the Opposition. This did not 
appear to be mere blulT. The loaders of the 
Oppoaition and many of their followers 
seemed to believe in their own predictions. 
Tbe; bragged ao loudly und so persistently 
that At last many of them came to have con- 
fidence in their own estimate of their 
strength. 

The Government entered the contest with 
quiet coulideuoe. They know that they 
had dene their beat to dovelope tho resour- 
cea of the Province and to improve the on- 
dition of its inhabitants, and they trusted 
that n majority of the electors believed that 
they had bsen aa suooossful as eonld be rea 
aonably ezpeoted. la all their addrenaoa 
the membora of the Government and their 
•apportera appealed to thoir record. Thoir 
appeal may bo summarised in a single sen- 
tence. " If we have done well, support na; 
If we have done ill, reject ua.' 

The Opposition on the other band re- 
torted to tell kinds of devices to gain votes 
Aa we have already indicated, they did all 
they coald to create the impreaaion that 
they were certain to win. They considered, 
and pcrhups rightly, thst if they could leai 
tho people to believe that they wore march 
ing to victory, and that the Government 
were doomed to diaaatroua defeat, they had 
done much to secure the fulfilment of thoir 
own piophociea. 

The Opposition now say th it tho (iovern- 
mont und ita advocates appealed to eec 
tional feeling. This is not truo. There was not 
a trace of aeotionalism in the speeches that 
were made and the articles that were writ- 
ten on the Government aide during the cam- 
paign. This ia a atatonicnt that can bo 
proved by an oxaminution of the reporta of 
the apecclies and of llio newapuper articles' 
This absence of sectionalism ia easily ac- 
oounted for. Thoro was abaolutoly uo ace- 
tional fooling among tho aupportors of tho 
Government. Thoy wanted to see jostico 
done to all parts of tho province and they 
strongly deprecated tho appeals to sectional 
fooling that were made by some 
of their oppononta. In his speeches 
at New Weatminater, Chilliwack, and 
elsewhere the Premier at tho opening 
of the campaign proved to a demonstration 
that there was not tho shadow of a foundation 
for tho charges of sectional favoritism that 
wore made aoino time before by agitators bent 
on orcaling a division between Island and 
Mainland. That tho Opposition lost tho 
uupportors they had in the late Legislative 
Assembly on the Island ia due almost en- 
tirely to the incapacity and the wrong- 
headedneaa of tho men thomaolvea. In Vic- 
toria Mr, CJrantdid not enter tho conleat, 
and tho electors at tho last municipal election 
had shown that Mr, lieiivou aa a public man 
no longer held a high plaoo in their esteem. 
Dr. Milne, much to hla own surprise and to 
the aurpriae of many of the oitlzans, shared 
the fate of his leader. In 



that acoounts for the general disapproval of 
political parsons and their frequent failure 
as ministers of religion. 

Making enemies unnecessarily and sow 
ing the seeda of ,diBtruBt and disapproval 
are not, in the case of the political parson, 
counterbalanced by greater reapoot and 
warmer regard on the part of those whom 
he has t: ied to help in a political campaign, 
Tho poliliolana uro nob nearly ao grateful aa 
their olorlonl uonfedorato bolievoa they 
ought to bo. They are inolined to think 
that hia being so openly zealous 6n their 
side has incroaucd the numbernf thoir opnon- 
enta and atiiiiulaled their /,'jal. Whenro- 
Bults are counted up they aro very apt tocomo 
to tho conclusion that tho " parson" haa 
dono them mo e harm that good ; and ainoo 
he has become one of themselves they ace 
faults and weaknesses in him of whose 
oxistonoe they had previous to tho contest 
no auapioion. This is particularly the case 
if tho clergyman haa in tho heat of the 
Btrup'gle used language not oonaiatent with 
his poaitiou, and had recourae to meats 
which they know to be, even in a politician, 
improper and unfair. The injury that 
coarse language and unscrupulous partisan- 
ship does a clergyman, even among his 
political BSBojiatca, ia irrcpiirablo. Though 
at the time thoy accepted his ser- 
vices and applauded him, ho fell 
to a very low point indeed in 
their eatimstion. Men, even thoao who 
appear to have no religion, expect a clergy- 
man to act consistently with hia profeaaion, 
and when ho so far forgets himself aa to take 
tho part of a demagogue they in their 
hearts dcspiao him. The clergymen who 
took the stump in the late election campaign 
have, or we are much miatakeu, done a very 
groat deal to impair thoir influence aa min- 
iulora of rolit;ion. They have been their 
own worst eueniies.

THE EON. MR. VERNON. 

The newa from Eaat Yale confirma the re- 
port that tho Hon, Mr, Vernon haa been 
defeated by a small majority. Tho defeat 
of the Minister of Lands and Works ia 
greatly to be regretted. In him the Gov- 
ernment loaea an experienced and an able 
admlniatrator and the people a faithful sor 
vant. It ia to bo hoped that his absence 
from pnblta life will not be long. The 
Province needs the services of snob men 
Mr. Vernon.

We again express our regret that 
the constituency of E:kat Vale hag seen fit 
to reject so capable a man and ao faithful a 
public eervant. Their loai, if we do not 
very greatly mistake, will be much greater 
than bis.

There seems to be vury little ditFeronco of 
opinion among men of all claaaes ami all 
professions respecting tho active intetfi rrnce 
of clergymen in polilioal contests. \\ In n 
clergymen enter the political arona, even if 
they observe tho amenities of discueaion 
acrupuloualy and If they treat those who 
difl'er with them in opinion fairly, they are 
apt to place tl'einaelvi'.a in an ernlj.ir- 
raaaing position and lu make enemita 
for themselves among men uaciHc 
good -will it is most desirable thoy shun II 
retain and whose hearty co-operation would 
greatly facilitate thoir efiTorts to improve the 
social and moral condition of tho communiiy. 
There aro, it ia well known, in evory cou- 
stituonoy worthy men and estimable women 
who find it exceedingly difficult to believe 
that the man whose opinions on poliiicul 
ma!)tors are altogether unsound and who 
exerts himself to secure the return of a 
candidate who, in their opinion, la very fur 
indeed from being an exemplary per- 
son, can be a man whose judg- 
ment on other aubjocta la to bo ro- 
lled upon. iSiuco he ia so far 
BBtray on political matters and such a 
poor judge aa to what ia neoeaaary to quali- 
fy a man to bo a ropreaentative of tho pco- 
plo in the Logielaturo, is he not just na liUo- 
ly to form erroneous opinions on subjecta 
connected with hia calling as a niiiiiator of 
religion? These good people may not put 
their reasoning into words, but it will be 
found that their feelings towarda a miniater 
who has actively opposod thorn in politics 
are not as kindly, and thoir conddonce In 
liim ia iiotaa atrong, after a hotly contested 
election aa they wero l)oforo it took place. 
Itis, if wodo not mistake, this feeling of 
diatruet and dialiko engendered by differ- 
ence of opinion on political matters strongly 
Nanaimo ^ expressed on the part of the olergyman 



AN ONTARIO VIEW. 

The Toronto Kinpire, commenting on the 
part taken by clergymen in the political 
conteata of Ontario, eaya : 

Tho public appoaranco of clergymen of all 
ereeda in the party warfare of an election 
contest is never edifyii g. Wo are not Buy- 
ing that clergymen nhould have no political 
opinions, or that thoy should be attacked 
for showing thoir predilections. Yot there 
muat be many ways in which clergymen can 
with perfect freedom exorciao their political 
rights without mixing themaelves up in the 
quarrela and ill-feeling of a bitterly conteat- 
ed election. If no auoh way preaents 
itself, then the clergyman ia better out 
of the contest altogether. Ihe churohca 
can 'easily instruct their members in the 
right performance of the dutiisof citizon- 
ahlp without intruding upon tho pirty 
issues of tho hour, iasu^H which are often 
very evanescent and liiiliegin themselves, 
except in thn paaaiona they may excite and 
tho |iornui^ciit Miischiofs thoy might have 
the pc-.ver to inflict if mixed up with i x- 
traneuiia matlL-ra. Religion ia not nerved by 
eluctinn addriuHi'S from cli^rKyineu, however 
well inleni ioned and proper may be the 
motives ui thoae who cninpnae tliem, and we 
oinnot help thinking ll'.at the rule is ono 
with very few f xcep' io;,a.

Kesults of Twenty Years' Wanderingf 
in the WildB of North 
America. 

What is undoubtedly the most valuable 
personal contribution yot mado to tho pro- 
vincial inuaoum ia now being nnpackud by 
the donor. Captain N, H. Chittenden. The 
collection represents the labor of twenty 
years spent in explorations among the na- 
tive tribes and primitive ruins of North 
AmerioB. When a Colonist reporter called 
at the muBouni yesterday ho found the Cap- 
tain busily engaged in breaking epen boxes 
and arranging their contonta. 

" Yea they all go," aaid tho (Captain, 
"and right glad I urn to know that, they 
are going where they will bo well cared for. 
What have I horcV Well as there uro more 
than a thouaand articles I don't auppoao you 
oaro to list thoni in detail, but if you will 
take thia catalogue you can check olf a few 
of the most important. Stono adzes, arrow 
hetds, flint, jasper, (juartz, ubaidiam, from 
Oregon, Washington, British Columbia and 
Alaska; arrows from Alaaka to Mexico; 
stone axes froni clill'dwellera ; sleeping bags, 
carrying bags, water bags, made from akin, 
bark und grasa, ranging from Alaska to tho 
United States ;buBket3 from Alaaka, (Juoen 
Charlotte iaiands, Weat Coast and Vancou- 
ver Island, blankets of Alaaka marmot, 
lynx and squirrel, Minnesota elk akin, 
Navajo Indian, and Weat Coaat bark 
models of the Bsquimo kyack, Hyda Indian 
canoe, birch bark from tho interior ; bows 
from the west coasb of Alaska, the Hydas, 
the Ute Indians, Hualapais of Arizona, 
Nuvajaa and others ; boxes in great variety 
from a number of tribes ; footwear, Indian, 
Spanish and Mexican bridles, bita and horse 
gear ; several atone war olubs and a number 
of oapa.'' 

The department of medioine charms ia 
represented by a great variety of small 
carved objects, a Maqui Indian rain charm, 
a number of fancy dreaaea and coats, among 
which aro the tho coat of ('hiof Poundmnkor, 
who took part with Kiel in the rebellion, 
and tho coat of Madoc Jack, worn 
while cirrying on his lava beds campaign. 

A number of olifT-dwellora' relics from 
Moncaa cinyon, Colorado, and Walnut 
canyon, Ariz na, are included. These con- 
aiat of arrows, cloth, baakotfl, aandala, tur- 
ban, pottery, painting stone, weaving in- 
atrumenl and diahca. 

riio maak dancea aro illustrated by Hyda 
kilta, capa and turbans, und Mo(|ui kilta and 
acur/s. Ksfiuimaux tirc-producing inatru- 
mente, fiah-hooka, tiahing liuos, harpoons 
and numerous dovioea for taking tiah are 
well represented. 

A nice little collection of gambling aticka 
and implements ahowa how the red man was 
wont to opend his ofT hours. Of these ono 
sot of 20 is carved to represent human 
figures, very Egyptian in outline, and 
numerous birds and animals. This is the 
only set known to exist at present.

He was 
wounded in the atruyg'e before 
Vickatmrg, and twice 8ubaei|uent ly. 
After the close of tho war ho graduated 
from the law department of Columbia 
cdlegeanil waa called to tho bar. In HT.'i 
he removed lo California and has aince been 
conlinn dly erg iged in exjdoring thewaate 
placc.'i of ihfi ei.r h. He haa covered the 
entire I'acilic coust region from Mi kIco to 
AliUilai, unit in ("aiiaria hua turned hia b>ick 
u[, .111 the I'acifu until tho rolling At laiil ic 
.vjrned hii/i to turn again. The rcaiilla 
of hi.4 WiHiilerings have been embodied 
in nuiiieroua booka. At tho recjueat of the 
Hriliah Columbia uovornment he explored 
tho (,!uecn Cnarlotto giotip of islands and 
mado un oflicial report on the country aod 
people. He ia said to have been the first 
white man to pass over the line of the Cana- 
dian Paoifio railroad, and was in the 
Haakatchewan countiy at the time of the 
Riel rebellion.

InBtallation of President 
Dole. 



Celebration of the National Day— The 
KoyalistB Have Not Aban- 
aoned Hope. 



Honolulu, July 13.— [Per »teamer City 

of Rio Janeiro to San Frttuoiaco ] — Tlio pro- 
▼iaional Kovornment ia no more, luul tlio ro- 
publio of Hikwaii holds tho relna of power. 
It ia but a ciiange of BBme, M tlio Bamo 
people are ia power and the avowed purpose 
of the government is the same— to obtain 
annexation with the United States. The 
now constitution, which was fioiahed July 
.'1, was promulgited on tho rourth of July 
from tho front steps of the former palace. A 
large crowd was preaent, and when Presi- 
dent Dole appeared he was f(reeted with a 
mighty ohcer. Surrounded by hia cabinet, 
ofiicera of the military and tho membora of 
the couHtitutional convention, he read the 
proclamation of tho now republic, aa fol- 
lowB : 

" I, Sanford B. Dole, president of the pro- 
viaional government of the Hawaiian isl- 
ands, by virtue of the charge f^iven me by 
the executive advisory council of tho pro- 
viaional covernment, and by tho act dated 
July 3, 1S94, do proclaim tho republic of 
Hawaii as tho sovereign authority over inirl 
throughout the Hawaiian islands from ihin 
time forth. And I do doolaro tho coneti- 
tation framed and adopted by the conati- 
tnllonal convention of 1894 to be the consti- 
tution and snpreme law of the republio of 
Hawaii; and by virtue of this constitution, 
I now asBome the o£5oe and anthority of 
president thereof. Long live the republio." 

J. W, Kalna, one of the leading native 
annexationists, next read the proclamation 
in Hawaiian. Both were greeted with 
cheers, and the ceremony was over. There 
was no military display whatever. The 
men of tho United States steamer Phila- 
delphia were not landed, tho ijovornment 
thinkinp it beat not to givo iia encniiea the 
chance to tay, as they did licforo, that tho 
change was made while United States 
troops were present to intimidate tho royal- 
ists. 

Not tho alightost demonstration was at- 
tempted by tho supporters of the oi-Quecn. 
A few evenings before the Fourth tho 
royaliats held a muss mooting at which 
about '2,000 wero preaent, and pueaed resolu- 
tions protcating aguins; the formation of 
the republic, claiming that President 
ClevcUnd had not yot anawercd tho petition 
sent by Liliuokalani asking to bo restored to 
tho throne. Copiea of this resolution were 
sent to the representatives of foreign gov- 
ernments, with tho request that they would 
not recoguiz3 tho republic. It had no elFect 
in that way, however, as all these reproeent- 
Htives hdive rooognizid it, with tho excep- 
tion of Minister Wodehouao, tho English 
minister resident, who simply stated that 
he would inform his government of the 
change. 

Oq the eve of the Fourth tho annexation- 
ists held a big maaa meeting for the purpose 
of raiilyiug tne new constitution. It was a 
moat enthuaiastio meotiog. 

The Fourth was celebrated in true Amer- 
ican style, the double holiday making it 
peculiarly a day of joUlQcation to Ameri- 
CMS. Captain of Marines Cochrane, of tho 
Philadelphia, delivered the oration. Ho 
showed himself an annexationist, opening 
his speech by saying that he hoped soon to 
be able to call those present '* fellow citi- 
z ins." Thronghout the oration he 1 .nded tho 
provisional government and its sapportera. 
Admiral Walker and bis athff were present, 
and the Admiral evidently indorsed the 
speech of Capt. Cochrane. He Was also at 
the executive buildirg at the time of the 
promulgation, though not olliaially. 

The republic having been launched. Mid- 
•star I'hurston will probably return to 
Washington City soon. He was do'; present 
(Q the Kourth, having gone to the volcano. 

One of tho royalist papers, the Halomua, 
which has been a rabid supporter of tho ex- 
Q leen, has changed its policy and ia advis- 
ing all royalista to take the oath of 
allegi^nco to the republic, and acknowl- 
edges that lbs can«e of the Queen is dead. 
A royalist commission, consistiug of Sam 
Talker, H. A. Weidemann and John A. 
Cummincs, leaves for Washington City on 
the Rio .Unoiro this afternoon, It is their 
intention to try to obtain an interview with 
the President, with the idea of forcing him 
to give them an ansvvfr aa to what ho in- 
tends to do in the Hawaiian matter. Their 
cxpenaos have been [)aid by prominent 
rnyaliata, and tl'.ey carry a ae-.-etary with 
them. Parker and Cunmilng are half 
H iwaiiane, but Weidemann is a German 
The royalists have great hopes of the com 
mission's anccesa. 



TWO KINDS OF TRADES UNION. 

(Krom the Post-IntolUgencor.) 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Knginocra, 
tho Brotherhood of Traimen and the Order 
of Railway Conductors evidently have no 
sympathy with the upstart organ:/, ition of 
the American Railway Union and its pur- 
poses. Chief Arthur has publicly declared 
that he not only had no sympathy with the 
movement, but also regarded it as unjusti- 
fied and ruinous. Grand Master Wilkin- 
(oo, of tho Brotherhood of Trainmen, de- 
plores the state of affairs created by Debs 
and declares that his order will have no part 
in the strike. 

The American Railway Union belongs to 
the same order of trades anion that is repre- 
sented by Sovereign and the Knighta of 
Labor. These fellows are constantly using 
the strike and the boycott as the chief 
weapons for iho acoomplisbment of their 
ends and they carry death in their clothes. 
They compel their workiogmen members to 
go on strike and lose their wages, to con- 
tribute from their slender savings to the 
support of other strikers, or to pay more for 
tho neceaearles of life through the incroaee 
of prioea reaulting from labor disturbances. 

l!y and by the workingman finds out that 
thcHu coiiHtiwit Blrikca are a loBing giuno ; 
thiit orfjiiniz itiona nianiiged by auch men us 
Debs and .Sovereign are a curse to tho cause 
of labor, and when they find this out thoy 
desert t ho organiz ition and it breaks up 
Tho only enduring labor uniona are thoao 
which actually benefit thoir members, like 
tho locon)otivo engineers, the trainn.en and 
the conductors ; organizutiona that aro man- 
aged with a decent respect for law and 
order. These men are too intelligent to be- 
licvn such ridiculoUFi talk as a conspiracy be- 
tween tho government and tho oapitalists to 
down the workingman.

Nothing that the government or capital 
or both together could have done could pos- 
sibly have damaged the OBUie of organized 
labor as it baa been damaged by the action 
of the American Railway Union, which is

BRITAIN AS A COLONIZER. 

(Krom tho Montreal £tnr.) 
A map of tho world ahowinj^ the British 
dominions in a distinct color ia an eye- 
opener not only to foreignera, but to British 
subjects themselves. An exumination of 
tho cenaUB of the world, with special refer- 
ence to Great Britain's share of it, adds to 
tho marvel. No ono has any idea of the 
extent of tho Britiah Empire who has not 
atudied the map and cenaus tables. A 
further elucidation of tho eitont and re- 
sources of tbe Empire may bo obtained by 
tracing on a globe the great trade routes of 
commercial shippingt and noting how on all 
tho continents, at all the continental head- 
lands, in all oceans, seas and the great gulfs 
Britain baa her greatest harbotS and fort- 
resses, her coaling stations, her ports of 
call, her islands easily fortified. Her pos- 
sessioDB in many instances are so looated 
that they praotioally command the seas for 
thousands of noiles around them. Take 
Australia as an example— a oontinent in it- 
self. We may not hear much of some of 
the ports of call lying in the seas south of 
the Asiatic continent, and yet there are sin- 
gle ports in those waters at which millions 
of tons of British and Canadian shippbg 
call in a year. The best part of Asia is 
Britain's. She controls Egypt and she 
practically owns all of Africa south 'if the 
Equator that is worth poaeossing ; and 
when Egypt and South Africa are taken 
out ot the dark continent there ia nothini; 
left. Kvery island in the Pacific that in 
worth having ia Britiah. The Dutch and 
the I'oitugueno who started out in the race 
for colonial extonaion practically disappeared 
long ago. The SpaninrdB' doom cutne early. 
The Oermana and French, 8i;cin(^ the success 
of England'e efforla at cuhjoi/. \uon, have 
within tho laat twenty ycara ael out to over- 
take her, but they find little or uotliiog left 
for them to aeizs. They cunio into tho tield 
one hundred yeara too late. All this vaet 
Imperial domain haa come to tho Kinpire, 
primarily in the interest of commerce ; and 
it ia in the interest of commerce mainly that 
theae poaaessions have been developed and 
in most cieoa Ch.-istianizad. Christianity 
haa brought with it just government, so that 
a people once brought under u Britiah fl ig 
never desires to return to its former condi- 
tion.

The "City of Glasgow" Complotcs a 
Speedy Passage— Detemiued 
to End His Life. 



Steamer "Bainbow" to Be Beiltted 
for Service— Gossip of the 
Waterfront. 



The ]oiig voyage from CardiiT to K:(jui- 
niall wus cuniplelod by the liritish biiik 
City of UlttBgow, Cupt. Morrison, on Siiiulfty 
evoQiDg, the ship boiug 129 days from port 
to port. The vessel is here with 1,700 tons 
of ooal for the navy, and baa already re- 
ceived a charter to load a return car^o of 
salmon at Victoria from Tumor, IJooton k 
Co. Sho was picked up off the Capo by the 
tug Lxirne und taken into Ksquiinalt, whoro 
she will commonca diaoharging onrgo 
this morotni;. On the voyage acrosu, the 
cook, a man named Edward Kebbay, twice 
attempted to commit suicide, but in ouoh 
case wiiB unsuoneBsful. When bub a few 
days cat from England ho ondeavorod to 
kill himself by cutting his throat, and hud 
almost aooomplished the act in his frenzy, it 
being only with the greatest attention that 
his recovery was brought about. On the 
second occasion he jomped overboard, but 
the day being fine be was soon reooverod. 
The man's unfortunate mania for disposirg 
of himself is said to be dne to mental weak- 
ness occasioned by the effeob of a severe sun- 
stroke received some years ago in the West 
IndicB. Apart from these incidents, the 
vesael's pubsags was not eventful. The 
weather experienced was fair and the trip a 
comparatively fast one.

The b.^rk Martha Davis, boand from San 
Francisco to Coniox, sailed into Boyal Roads 
on Sunday evening for a tug to tow her up 
to the mines. For this she had not long to 
wait, as the Lome being available last even- 
ing took her on to her destination. 

Steamer Queen sailed at 8 o'clock on Sun- 
day evening for Alaska. Inoluded in the 
I.'IO ezoarsionists she had on board were one 
large Raymond and Whitcombe party, and 
quite a nnmber of paeBongcra from Victoria. 

The Duguay-Trouin, the French warship 
whioh has been in Esquimalt for the past 
few weeks, sailed for Honolulu yesterday 
afternoon, where ahe will remain some time 
before proceeding further South.

To Tiin EniTOii :— Allow us to intrude on 
your Kiodm-Ha by asking you to insert in 
your viluabln paper tho following to con- 
vince ..ur "I'Vicnd" of Portland, (;ro, ami 
" A r.(r)iilcnl (Utizen," that we wi.ro correct 
ia saying that old penfiioned soldiera, accord 
inj^' t'l the act passed by congreaa on March 
1, IsO-t, could not draw their Dciiaioiia he- 
caudo of non-reaidenco in tho b'nitotl ,Stali;a 
of America, Wo do admit that " a real- 
ilfiil citizen " of i.ho United Stales cannot 
1)0 boycotted, but all foroignera who served 
in the war havo by this act been so dealt 
with. Now, if this clause docs not take in 
all penaionors, what does it mean ? Per- 
haps it means all foreigners who have not 
takou the oath of allegiance to the United 
State!=, In my regiment wo had a full com- 
pany of Ciermans — officers and privates — 
and also many Frenchmen and Englishmen. 
ODhe question was never asked ui when wo 
signed tho roll of what was our nationality, 
and when the war was over and 
we received our pension papers tho 
question was never put where we intended 
to reside. Now we contend that when 
our pension warrant was sent to us without 
any restrictions, it was a bond given by tho 
U S. to a bona fide pensioned soldier, toon- 
able blm to draw bis pension no matter 
where he resided. But now to compel u 
man to go to norno part of tho United States 
to reni^le, ho aa to enable him to draw a 
very Htnall ponuioii, would moan hut a amall 
pittance to live upon. Why, the conse- 
quence would be that most of ua would have 
to be placed in the poor bouao, and tho 
state would havo to feed and clothe us. 
Much bolter woald it bo to pay us our pen- 
sions and allow U8 to live just whero wo 
wished to, than to compel ua to go over to 
any state to live for the sake of drawing a 
just pension. We have no doubt that there 



have been many fraudulent pension warrants 
issuod. But this tho pension bureau would 
kuow, as every soldier signs the roll, and 
hia old signature is there together with tho 
regiment and company to which he belongs. 
Ho generally names his ofilcers, too, and, 
therefore, tho bureau does know whether 
or not a soldier is entitled to a pension.

Hia cuiraaa, 
however, is a auoeeaa up to date. Thn last 
one made weighed twelve poumla. Ho ia 
now making one which will weigh only nine 
pounds, un(l that ia tho one ho will wear. 
For three months, at a Now York dime 
museum, he will let people shoot at him 
every night, after which be will visit other 
largo cities. Do we, a Mannheim tailor, 
claims to havo produced a cuiraaa to meet 
the rti|uiremout3 which are laid down as 
eaaential to tho aucccaa of any bullot-rcaist- 
ing garment. 

For some time the production of a mater- 
ial which should bo proof against bullets of 
the modern rillo, and at tho same time bo 
light and portable, has engaged tho atten- 
tion of inventors in various countries, thus 
far with indifforont success. Herr Dowo'a 
invention has attracted favorable notice in 
Germany, and the liritish military author- 
ities will shortly have an opportunity of 
otlieially putting it to proof. Meanwhile, as 
an exhibitioD ou tho stage of a theatre it is 
more than interesting, and the public are 
not likely to bo slow in seeing for themselves 
a novel and sonsitional porformance.

Al,d Harris thought the clause went aa 
far as the oounoil could, Tho oounoil could 
not say for example if a man was a Rnsaian 
or a Turk he could not work. As to con- 
tractors, the deposit of five per cent, was 
verp necessary. Some security should lo 
t-kken and it was the duty of the council to 
see tho city was secured. 

Ald. Bakkk held that bonds would do 
just as well as tying up a man's cash. It 
would be well to make tenderers put up a 
cash doDoait with their tender, but when 
tho contract was let bonds were quite suffi 
cient. 

Ald Wii^son suggested that it should be 
put in the contract that tho labor employed 
should be to tho sutiafaction of this council. 
That would prevent undesirable labor be- 
ina brought into tho city aa had been done 
in other cases. Ho (juite approved of Aid 
Haker'a remarks about contractors not hav- 
ing to put up o tab. Tho way to overcome 
the ditiioulty would be to make the bonds- 
men partners to thecontroct. 

TiiK Mavok thought it could easily be 
put in the contract that tho labor em- 
ployed be satisfactory. 

Ald. Kkitii-Wii.son' moved, seconded by 
Aid. Dwyer, to have a provision inserted 
that the workmen employed be to the satis- 
factiou of the counoil. Carried. 

Ald. Bakeb proposed to sabstituts two 
responsible bondsmen instead of the five 
per cent, deposit for the contract. 

Ald. Harris held they were bound to 
look after the city, and they must have 
some security that a tender was bona fide. 

AIaD. Humfhrst moved that after a 
tender was awarded the deposit be returned 
and bonds taken from the contractor and 
responsible bondamen instead, so as not to 
tie a man's money up. Carried, 

Till-: WATHIl SKUVICE. 

Ald. Dwvkk moved, seconded by Aid 
Ledinghttui, that tho City Rugineer make a 
survey and estimate of cost for extending 
tho city water main from Beaver to Elk lake 

Ald. Keith Wilson approved of tho 
motion, but before a money by-law was put 
forward. It wonld bo well to find out from 
the property owners at the lake what tbey 
would he willing to sell for. That would be 
better than going to arbitration In tbe 
matter. It was absolutely necessary for the 
city to own tbe watershed. Then they 
should clean around the lake. A cheaper 
method might be devised of bringing tbe 
water from Elk to Beaver lake by a flume 
than by extending tho iron pipe. He had 
with an engineer made aomo calculations 
and found tho water supply wan ine.vhauati 
bio. With twelve feet of head over the 
pipo there waa at preaont three yoars'supply 
of water, and liy raiaing tho dam four feet 
they would h ivo enough for live yeara. 

Ald. DwvKuhadnu objection to incjr- 
poraling in hia motion Aid. Wilson'a idea to 
make inquiries aa to what the property 
owners would sell for. 

Ald. Hakhis wap.to confcFBol, Fomiwhut 
cf ttu unbeliever. He had been told by tho 
city engineer that if three dry snuaona fol 
lowed each other the city woulil bo without 
water. He wanted to get absolute data 
from an engineer before ho would vote for 
any money being expended 

Ald I'.AKiiU thought that some competent 
person should be omployod to advise the 
city what should be done. 

Ald Hr.MMliHEY recommended lhat the 
water committee should clean out tho filter 
beds. 

Ald. Hakhis— "No money." 
Ald. Mukn wanted to know what was 
being done now to purify the water. 
Ald. Harris — Nothing. 



The Mayor— Ii'u run through old, dirty 
receivers, that make it worse. 

Ald. Muhk urged that in cnnncclinu with 
the improvement of the water supply tho in- 
crease of pressure for fire purposes be taken i 
Into consideration. On the high levels this ' 
was very itnportant. 

The motion of Aid. Dwyer was adopted.
